THE BLACK FLAGS. 

Tho following interesting history of the 
$+ Black Floga ” ia traffalated from the Shusi- 
paw, a Shanghai native paper, It has 
already appeared in three of the Hongkong 
native papows,, The author is said to be a’ 
Cantonese trader, who has a personal 
knowledge of the facts, : 

Liu Yung Fuh (Qi) jf ffi), or Liv I 
(By ih) was originally a leader of a rem- 
nant of the Canton Robels (the Tai-ptings). 
Ho is now vvor 60 yenrs of age. Ho has 
a full face and a manly figure, His beard 
and hair are like silver. . His character. is 
of the heroic order, combining in fair pro- 
portion sagacity and courage ¢ and. ho pox: 
seases great administrative and organizing’ 
ability, by which he has. gathored around 
him advonturous spirits from all quarters, , 
In tho boginuing of the roign of T'ung-chi 
(over 20 years ago), when’ the imperial 
troops defeated, the Canton Rebels, Lin, 
driven to: extremities, took refuge in the 
northern borders of Annam. The King of 
‘Annam was feeblo, and could not drive Lin 
and his gang out by forco, so he sent o 
measonger to ‘offer them protection, This 
Lin’ accapted, At that time, the “ Black 
Flag” followers did not amount to moro 
than a fow thousands; and thoy made 
treaty with the King of Annim by which 
they: were allcwed to cultivate the wild 
country among ‘the mountains of Tien Fu 


Chan (KE it i) on the understanding 
that they and tho-natives were not to Tnoleat, 
each other. After threo years of cultivation 
of the land, they obtaitied still fyrther re- 
cognition; From the first Lin had been 
much afraid that the King of Annam might
